WEED CONTROL PROGRAM PRESENTED. Results of various weed control studies underway at the Wire- 
grass Substation were presented by researchers during the Weed Control Field Day held June 19 at the Substation 
in Headland, Presentations included the results of a study on the relationship between peanut seed size and herbi- 
cide injury being conducted at the Substation, an outlaying research unit of the Alabama Agricultural Experiment 
Station at Auburn University. Findings from various herbicide trials on corn, peanuts, and cotton also were pre- 
sented and a presentation was given on the Plant Disease Diagnostic Laboratory at Auburn. Visitors toured: rc- 
search plots at the Substation and a question and answer session was held. Program participants included Glen 
Wehitje, associate professor of agronomy and soils at Auburn who is conducting research at the Substation; Henry 
Ivey, Substation superintendent; Larry Wells, associate superintendent at the Substation; Brian Gamble, assistant 
superintendent at the Substation; Bill Curtis, district agent with the Alabama Cooperative Extension Service; Jack- 
ie Mullen, head of the Plant Disease Diagnostic Lab; and John Everest, Extension weed specialist.

Not all credit cards allow spread- 
ing payments over a period. Some 
are due upon receipt of statement.

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Credit is a vital part of our eco- 
nomic system, and the person or in- 
stitution offering credit does so for 
profit and to encourage consumers to 
buy more, 


SAFE FOOD PREPARATION 

While many foods such as fruits 
and vegetables are best in their natu- 
ral state, others are not safe unless 
they have been processed. certain 
foods eaten raw, such as lettuce, 
need thorough washing. 

Many raw foods, most notably 
poultry, meats and unpasteurized 
milk, are very often contaminated 
with disease-causing pathogens. 
Thorough cooking will kill the path- 
ogens, but remember that the tem- 
perature of all parts of the food must 
reach at least 165 degrees Fahrenheit 
fot beef and pork and 185 degrees 
for poultry. 

When cooked foods cool to room 
temperature, microbes begin to mul- 
tiply. To be on the safe. side, eat 
cooked foods as soon as they come 
off the heat. If you must prepare 
foods in advance or want to keep 
leftovers, be sure to store them under 
either hot (above 140 degrees Fah- 
renheit) or cool (near or below 40 
degrees Fahrenheit) conditions, 

Reheat cooked foods thoroughly 
to protect against microbes that may 
have developed during storage. 

Avoid contact between raw foods 
and cooked foods. Since foods are 
so easily contaminated, any surface 
used for food preparation must be 
kept absolutely clean. Wash hands 
thoroughly before you start prepar- 
ing food and after every interruption. 

Protect foods from insects, ro- 


dents and other animals. If you have 
any doubts about the water supply, 
boil water before adding to food or 
making ice for drinks. 

WATER CONSERVATION 

Using water-saving products pro- 
vides many benefits including: con- 
servation of a valuable resource, 
lower monthly water and sewer fees, 
lower hot water costs and a less ex- 
pensive new septic leach field. 

Two effective ways of lowering 
usage and energy bills are through 
the use of low-flow showerheads 
and low flush toilets, Aerators on 
sink faucets will also help reduce hot 
water bills. 

Showerheads are normally de- 
signed to supply from 5 to 7 gallons 
of water per minute, Well designed 
fixtures will reduce only the quantity 
of water and not the force at which 
it is delivered. they can save up to 
half of the water used, Low-flow 
showerheads release water at the rate 
of 2 to 3 gallons per minute instead 
of the usual 5 and are easy to install. 

The toilet is usually the single 
largest user of water in the home or 
office. The water bill for this usage 
may not seem high when compared 
to other utility expenses, but excess 
waste water drives up the cost of 
building and operating sewage treat- 
ment plants. The average houschold 
toilet using 3.5 gallons per flush, 
flushes 16,400 gallons of waste per 
year down the drain, With the older 
5 gallon models, the average is 
23,400 gallons per year. Low-flush 
toilets average 7,000 gallons. 

We are not in a water shortage 
yet, but we should start being con- 
servative minded in the use of our 
natural resources. 


Peanut Contracts Due July 31 


Contracts drawn up between pea- 
nut producers and handerlers to sell 
1990-crop additional peanuts for ex- 
port or crushing must be filed by 
July 31, David W. Eaddy, CED of 
the Coffee County Agricultural Sta- 
bilization and Conservation Service, 
said. Additional peanuts are those 
grown in excess of the farm's pound- 
age or on a farm that does not have a 
poundage quota, Eaddy explained. 

He reminds peanut producers and 
handelers that they are responsible 
for contract agreements, and advises 
them to check the peanut contracts 
before signing to assure that the con- 
tract is correct in all respects.

1999-crop peanut contracts submit- 
ted to ASCS for approval must con- 
lain certain’ specific information. 
Producers and handelers who are un- 
familiar with required information 
may contact the Coffee County 
ASCS Office for assistance. 

Eaddy said other items, in addi- 
tion to the required information, may 
be included; however, these items 
may not negate any of the required 
provisions of the contract. 

Peanut producers and handlers 
who have entered into contracts 
must subnit the contracts to each re- 
spective contracting producer's local 
ASCS office by the July 31 dead- 
line.

$63 million flood claim filed against government

Tuesday papers were filed with 
the federal government in Washing- 
ton claiming damage losses from the 
South Alabama flood of March 17, 
1990, The two claims are asking for 
more than $63 million in damages 
from the federal government. 

The claimants suffered losses due 
to government agencies not comply- 
ing with the law relating to notifying 
the public of the availability and 
cost of the flood insurance program, 
according to the papers filed with 
the government Tuesday. 

Two separate class action claims 
were filed. One was filed on behalf 


of a group of named Coffee County 
citizens ‘fand all persons in Coffee 
County, Alabama, similarly situat- 
ed”. This tort claim is for 
$52,769,519.98. 

The other was filed for three 
named Dale County citizens and all 
persons in Dale County alabama 
similarly situated, who also suffered 
flood damage during Niarch. Their 
claim is for $11,139,019.83. It is 
also considered a class action claim. 

The claims against the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
are the first step in filing a class ac- 
tion law suit. 

If the government formally de- 
nies the claims, suit can then be filed 
in federal court immediately. If the

ECSB approves 8% pay raise

The Elba City Schoo! Board vot- 
ed last Wednesday night to approve 
an 8% pay raise for teachers and 
support personnel, heard a status re- 
port on the mobile classroom units 
and site preparation progress at the 
new school location plus a lengthy 
executive session requested by for- 
mer teacher John Tucker and AEA 
representative Ben Stringer. 

There were thirty visitors present 
at the meeting. 

The new pay schedule, mandated 
by the Alabama legislature and ap- 
proved by the school board will pay 
teachers from a low of $21,405 fora 
beginning teacher up to $29,350 for 
teachers with an “AA“ certificate 
and ten or more years service in the 
system. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce re- 
ported the new mobile units are 
coming in daily and two crews will 
be setting them up. He said the sur- 
veyors would be finished Tuesday 
(July 17) and then selection of exact 


locations for the new school build- 
ings could begin. 

Pearce also asked the board to ap- 
prove accepting a compromise set- 
tlement of $391,000 with the federal 
government on impact aid as a re- 
sult of the flood. The money is from 
a fund to pay for temporary housing 
of the schools following a disaster. 
Pearce said this will completely pay 
for the first mobile units purchased 
by the school system. 

The administration is still work- 
ing with the federal government on.a 
settlement of actual damages to the 
school buildings and contents. 

The executive session was called 
at the request of John Tucker and 
AEA representative Ben Stringer. 
However after they emerged from 
the meeting, the group continued in 
executive session for some time. 
When the closed session was over 
the board adjourned without taking 
any action or making any comments 
concerning the matter or matters dis- 
cussed during the closed door por- 
tion of the meeting.

Management Agency (FEMA) to 
take necessary actions to make infor- 


mation and data available to the pub- 
lic with regard to publicizing the 
flood insurance program, its cover- 
age and objectives. 

***The Director of FEMA and 
other employees of the United Stated 
Government involved in the admin- 
istration of the National Flood Insu- 
rance Program totally failed to per- 
form the mandatory statutory duty to 
give notice of the flood insurance 
program and the availability of flood 
insurance in Coffee County.

Lamar Foley retires from Elba

Governor's mini tour includes Elba

Governor Guy Hunt made a 
"whistle stop" in downtown Elba 
Tuesday morning and spoke to a 
crowd of approximately seventy-five 
individuals gathered in the Elba 
courtroom. 

The governor was on a “mini 
tour” of southeast Alabama with 
stops in Troy, Brundidge, New 
Brockton, Enterprise and Dale 
County. 

During the governor's fifteen min- 
ute speech, he touched on education, 
the state's economic ‘development 
and the war on drugs. 

"We have had three successful 
years," Governor Hunt said, "and I'm 
encouraged by the economic devel- 
opment of the state." 

He continued, "In 1989, we were 
third in the nation, behind California 
and Florida, in the number of new 
and expanded manufacturing 
plants." 

Hunt stated that due to this eco- 
nomic growth, the state has had no 
tax increase. The growth has brought 
about the necessary revenue without 
having to place the burden upon the 
taxpaying public. 

On the topic of education, Hunt 
told those gathered that the state's 
educational budget had been _in- 
creased by $630 million since he be- 
came governor. He said this has 
been done without raising taxes. 

Hunt stated that Alabama led the 
nation last year in the number of stu- 
dents graduating from high school 
with an increase from 70% to 75%. 

"We need to diminish the AEA's 
influence on our society," he said, 
"and get back to testing teachers." 

The governor said that dedicated 
teachers need to be appreciated. "We 
will never be able to pay good teach- 
ers what they're really worth," he 
said, "but whatever you pay a bad 
teacher is too much!" 

He said that he is very proud of 
the new school that will be built in 
Elba and that it will be a nice and 
modern facility. 

On the war on drugs, Governor 
Hunt told the Elbians that he had just 
announced in Troy, a $200,000 
grant to be used in establishing a 
drug task force to fight drugs in Pike 
and Coffee Counties. 

The mission of the task force will 
to be to eradicate drugs from com- 
munities and schools within these 
two counties. Other such task forces

are being established throughout the 
state. 

Hunt promised to continue work- 
ing toward the passage of stronger 
new anti-drug laws, 

Before departing, the governor in- 
troduced Alabama's First Lady, Hel- 
len Hunt. She said that the people of 
Elba have been in her prayers since 
the terrible tragedy of the flood. 

The governor also informed the 
crowd that Elba's Mayor, Fred 
Moore, was in Montgomery attend- 
ing a three day conference on ways 
to encourage retirees to move to Ala- 
bama, preferably to the rural areas, 
This is one way to build our state, 
the governor said. 

It has been established that people 
retiring bring to their area of retire- 
ment approximately $250,000 in rev- 
enue. This would certainly be a 
boost to rural Alabama's economy, 

When asked by a reporter what he 
thought of Elba's progress since the 
flood, he responded, "I appreciate 
how the community has pulled to- 
gether during these times and how 
well they are working toward re- 


building Elba. I'm briefed on Elba's 
progress everyday and I will contin- 
ue to assist them (the people of Elba) 
in anyway that I can!" 

The governor departed Elba en- 
route to New Brockton, Enterprise 
and Dale County.

ten in the state to receive a planning 
grant. 

The community development 
block grant was applied for and ob- 
tained through ADECA (Alabama 
Department of Economic and Com- 
munity Affairs). Funding will be 
used to prepare a comprehensive 
plan for land development regula- 
tions consisting of the following: 
zoning regulations, sub-division reg- 
ulations and site plan review. 

Total cost of the project is 
$30,000 with $15,000 being provid- 
ed by ADECA, $7,500 by the local 
cash match and $15,000 in-kind ser- 
vices. 

The council voted unanimously to 
accept the grant and authorized the 
mayor to sign the contract. 

This is the second planning grant 
to be received by New Brockton in 
two years. The first grant funded aa 
overall, indepth, comprehensive de- 
velopment planning study. 

Councilman Ralph Medley told 
the council that the reconditioned 
fire truck being considered for pur- 
chase by the fire department proved 
to be unsatisfactory. In Medley's 
words, "It appears they were misled 
on that truck - it was a pile of junk!" 

The fire department is consider- 
ing a different proposal on the pur- 


chase of an additional pumper for 
the department. It will be presented 
to the council at a later date. 

Councilman Charles Cole asked 
for and received approval from the 
council to request a report from the 
State of Alabama Auditor's Office 
on the review performed several 
months ago, 

He stated that as for as he knew, 
no report of any kind was ever re- 
ceived concerning the work they did 
in New Brockton. 

Cole stated, "Whatever they 
found or didn't find, they should 
have put it in writing and sent it to 
us!" 

In the absent of Mayor Jim Dris- 
kell, who was in Montgomery on 
city business, Mayor Pro tem Bud 
Goodson presided over the council 
meeting. 

Other action by the council acted 
on the following matters: 

*** Approved payment of the bills 
totalling $6,843.17 (Included in that 
amount was the third payment, 
$4,876.00, to the League of Munici- 
palities for the city's insurance pre- 
mium), 

***Approved the installation of a 
driveway culvert at the Earnest 
Myers’ residence on Byrd-Mill Road 
(Myers purchased the culvert). 
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With Ferrin Cox. 


During the first days following the March i7th flood, both the Elba police 
and the sheriff's department made arrest of some local citizens for tras- 
passing. It was people who went back into the flood zone without per- 
mission of security guards. Recently all these charges were dropped, and 
with the approval of arresting officers, District Attorney's office and most 
assuredly those arrested, It was exactly what we were hoping would be 
done. The flood was over, those arrested were not stealing, they were ei- 
ther going to their own property or to help someone else who was flooded. 
And as Assistant District Attorney Al Smith noted, “ The flood is over, 
the arrest made the point officers wanted to make at that time and there 
could be no useful purpose served in taking the cases any futher . . . .it is 
time to put all that behind us”. 


We had a rash of phone calls Tuesday moming concerning some charges 
in what is apparently a martial dispute. Our callers wanted names in the 
paper etc. They will not get that. We did check out the matter and found 
the charges, be they proven or unproven, are in the misdemeanor class. 
We didn't publish any names with misdemeanor cases last week nor last 
month, therefore we don't intend to do so today. We are aware that our in- 
terested callers will be disappointed. We regret. leaving a single person un- 
happy, but to use names in this case would give us a moral obligation to 
do the same with all misdemeanor charges and that just isn't part of our 
plans right now. 


Our family slipped off to the white beaches of Gulf Shores last weekend. 
Don't know why flood victims think we can afford beach motel charges, 
but we did it anyway. Sunday morning we got to talk for a few minutes 
with Alabama Supreme Court Chief Justice Sonny Hornsby. He was of 
course concerned about folks in Elba and has the court system done 
enough to get the Circuit Clerk's office back in action. Also he made some 
strong promises that the entire court system was going to give better ser- 
vice to the citizens of Alabama! We hope he can do this, but first he has 
got to get the attention of some judges who like the position but find that 
holding court disrupts their other activities. 


There was an article in Monday's Montgomery Advertiser concerning the 
Elba flood of March 17, SBA etc. The first thing we noticed was the report 
that “the levee broke killing 14 people”. Then we noted all the good words 
about SBA and determined the reporter had gotten the words from SBA. 
Reading further we read that SBA was still calling people to apply for 
their SBA loans. We called the reporter because we are proud of Elba citi- 
zens working fast and efficiently to save all their neighbors. She blamed 
the 14 deaths report on editing by someone else, because she was out of 
town when the story was edited. When we noted her SBA information ob- 
viously came from the SBA public relations because Elba folks would 
have painted a different picture, she blamed that on "Your mayor because 
he didn't return my phone call . . .we think she said Sunday”. At that point 
we just apologized for calling her and didn't mention the error of the state- 
ment that there was still time to file for an SBA loan. No disaster loans ex- 
cept business economic loans can still be applied for in Elba. We mista- 
kenly thought any reporter would welcome correct information, but then 
apparently we found one thai doesn't make mistakes,

I no longer live in Elba. My hus- 
band and I had to relocate after the 
flood. We lost everything. 

Elba is my hometown. I was born 
and raised here and lived 22 years of 
my married life there. 

My husband and I moved to Pan- 
ama City, FL, but I have kept in 
touch and I receive The Elba Clipper 
through the mail.

One of the ironies in the after- 
math of the 1990 Flood is that I am 
giving (back) to Mother several old 
family photographs and ‘heirlooms. 
This reverses the usual trend since I 
have been on the receiving end of 
the keepsakes for so long. A few 
days ago, I "discovered" the photo- 
graph printed above which I did not 
remember existed. 

The photograph was taken of the 
family of Henry and Margaret Smith 
during a vacation on the Suwannee 
River in Florida. Judging from my 
age and the clothing, the picture was 
taken during the summer of 1955 - 
35 years ago. To my knowledge, it is 
the only picture of the five children 
with Mother and Daddy and our ma- 
ternal grandmother, Mrs. Arthur 
Brunson, 

The picture brings back many 
memories for this family who has its 
roots in Elba prior to the Civil War 
and who called a house on Adkinson 
Avenue "home" from 1944 until the 
7lood of 1990, In our hearts, it is 
itill home. 

Traveling was a part of our fami- 
y routine. We were constantly going 


somewhere even if it were only fora . 


weekend. We usually left after mid- 
tight when Daddy came home from 
working the night shift at Dorsey's.

Our grandmother, "Mama," 
was always invited to go and she 
‘arely missed a trip. 

We traveled as did the tortoise 
when he was challenged to race the 
hare.

FOLIAGE FEEDING INSECTS 

I have seen a good many insects 
in a few fields. It is a little early this 
year to be seeing insects. I suggest 
you scout you fields for them, I have 
seen the com worm, the fall army- 
worm, and cutworms at four or more 
per row foot in some fields. That is 
the threshold number where you 
would choose to spray on a normal 
field. If your peanuts are young and 
still quite small and you have only 
two or three per row foot, that two or 
three insects may be doing quite a 


bit of damage. If you have 50 per- P 


cent leaf damage, you would want to 
spray. 

The recommended sprays for 
com earworms are Orthene, Sevin, 
Asana or Lannate. For fall army- 
worms use Orthene or Lannate. Py- 
drin was the recommended insecti- 
cide for cutworms. However, Pydrin 
has been taken off the market. Asana 
XL and Lannate at the heavy rates 
are now recommended insecticides. 

You also need to scout for the 
lesser cornstalk borer, southern corn 
rootworm and other insects. 

SPRAY NOZZLES FOR LEAF- 
SPOT CONTROL 
There has been some talk con- 


RS 
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cerning using flat fan nozzles to ap- 
ply your leafspot spray. The recom- 
mended nozzle is a hollow cone or 
cone nozzles (D2-13, etc.) The rea- 
son for using hollow cone is that you 
can get your spray pressure much 
higher. The recommended pressure 
is 80 p.s.i. of higher. The flat fan 
will only go up to 60 p.s.i. 

So if you have a lot of foliage or 
weeds and need to get the spray 
down to your foliage, | would defi- 
antly recommend using the hollow 
cone where you can get greater spray 
ressure. 

CULTIVATING PEANUTS 

To control grasses and weeds is 
the only reason to cultivate. You 
want to get you cultivating done be- 
fore rapid vine growth begins. Set 
the sweeps to run flat and shallow 
and move no soil onto the plant. 
Poor cultivation is an excellent way 
to reduce your yields. Peanuts origi- 
nate in flowers buds which are locat- 
ed in the crown of the plants. any 
soil moved onto this area immediate- 
ly cuts your yiclds because flowers 
don't bloom underneath the dirt. 

In addition, the moving of soil onto 
the lower branches also increase the 


chances of soil-borne diseases. Also,

Not All Farm Work Is Covered By S. S. 


Farmers and farm workers need 
to know when farm work is covered 
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by Social Security. 

Farmers must pay Social Security 
taxes for any worker who is paid at 
least $150 in cash during the year. If 
the farmer's total expense fro agri- 
cultural labor is $2,500 or more, all 
workers are covered by Social Se- 
curity, even if they carn less than 
$150. An exception is made for 
some piece-work laborers. 

The exception applies to laborers 
who live at home and commute to 
work daily during harvest season to 
pick fruit or vegetables by hand. If 
the work is paid on a piece-rate ba- 
sis, it is only covered by Social Se- 
curity if the worker is paid at least 
$150 in cash,

Selecting a microwave is a big 
decision. Buying wisely is a chal- 
lenge. Knowing how you will used 
the oven and what features are 
available can help yo make wise 
decisions about this appliance be- 
fore you buy. 

You should ask yourself these 
questions. Why do you want a mi- 
crowave oven? What do you expect 
from it? Are you willing to spend 
the time to learn to use it fully? 

There are three types of cooking 
systems to consider when shopping 
for a microwave oven. 

1, Microwave. This oven pro- 
vides only microwave energy. It in- 
cludes, however, ovens with a 
browning clement. 

oh; Microwave-conventional., 
This type combines microwave cn- 
ergy with electric heating elements 
in the same oven. The two energy 
sources can be used at the same 
time or separately. 

3. Microwave-convection. This 
oven combines microwave energy 
and moving air heated by a gas 
burner of an electric heating cle- 
ment. The burners or elements may 
be used separately or at the same 
time as the microwave. 

Before buying an oven compare 
all brands of ovens. List features on 
each so you can make a wise deci- 
sion. Always buy from a reputable 
dealer that will service the oven if 
you have any problems. 

If you already have a micro- 
wave, try some of my favorite reci- 
pes. 

No Crust Fudge Pie 


2 eggs 

1c, sugar 

1/2 c. melted margarine or butter 
3/4 c. flour 

4 T. cocoa 

1/2 t. salt
